Had  it  last  year  and  hope  to  have 
it  next." 

What  about  the  women?    One  said  it  was  the  most  worthwhile  vacation  she'd 

ever  had.    Another  explained  that  no  matter  how  heavy  the  hay  she  pitched,  how  her 

back  ached  from  v/eeding  or  how  stubborn  the  team,  she  was  driving,  she  always  had 

the  secret  joy  that  she  was  helping  the  war  effort.    Still  another  said  how  she 

could  really  appreciate  why  farm  people  go  to  bed  so  early. 

So  you  see,  working  on  farms  is  as  hard  for  city  members  of  tho  Women's  Land 
Army    as  it  is  for  their  farm  sisters.    But  those  who've  done  it  enjogred  their  ex- 
perience   And  they've  accomplished  a  lot.     They  can  look  with  pride  on  the  19^^ 
food  production  record,  knowing  that  they  too  liad  an  active  hand  in  it.
